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RECOMMENDATION:

That Petitioner ’s naval record be corrected, where appropriate, to show that:

a. The reenlistment executed on or about 16 October 2002 is for a term of 5 years,
vice 6 years. His zone “A” SRB, award level 3.0, should be computed accordingly.

b, That a copy of this Report of Proceedings be filed in Petitioner ’s naval record.
